Bray Wolves In Montana 
The gray wolves fre on the rum page 
in the northern purl of Gallatin County, 
Montana. Already they have killed 
hundreds of ralvet nnd In some In¬ 
stances have been known to attack 
steer* and rows that became separated 
from the herd. They do far more dam 
age than the sneaking coyote, for the 
large wolves arc much stronger, ore 
more fleet, and when hungry they are 
courageous nnd take desperate chances. 
The gray wolf is the fiercest of bis 
species, and im.ny a man In the great 
woods of the East nnd North has been 
killed hy them, says the Portland Ore¬ 
gonian." A few days ago n farmer in 
the northern part of the county shut 
two lorge-sixiMl colts in a corral while 
he took bin leant to a field. W hen be 
came back after the colts a few hours 
later he found both had l*an killed by 
the wolves. Another stockman, while 
riding over the hills, caine across two 
large steers that had been rarylng on 
an unequal tight with wolves. The 
two steers were surronnded by a num¬ 
ber of big gray creatures and several 
coyotea, which hod been running the 
cattlo about. The steers were badly 
bitten and they were nearly exhausted 
w ith tbc unequal struggle. At the ap¬ 
pearance of the stocknmn the wolves 
and coyotes slunk away. When the 
winter finally set* In ami it becomes a 
difficult matter for them to get a calf 
or a sheep, the stockmen fear that 
these wolves will become desperate. 
They will then go in bands and will 
undoubtedly attack almost anything 
that might furnish them a meaL

Thv writer ia one of tb< 
tea who claim that the one thing 
needful in oar county to-day ia a 
railroad To hear the specious ar¬ 
guments that are advanced by 
some that a railroad would be dis¬ 
advantageous to the prosperity of 
oar people, reminds as of the ob¬ 
jection the old farmer made to the 
putting up of a telegraph line 
through his farm, because he did 
not want the news carried all over 
the country every time he licked 
one of his young ones This ob¬ 
jection being overcome, he con¬ 
tended that “he haarn tell how the 
teiegrafl killed tha corn ” If oar 
people produced their dry goods 
and groceries, and made their farm 
ing implements as they once did, 
we could get along better. Bat 
we have got to be too progruaeivR 
We arc continually baying things 
which have toch imported, and 
our broad acres are more of an ex- 
peasr than profit. We are cursed, 
too, with a large and smooth, but 
swift-(lowing river, which is admir¬ 
ably fashioned for cmrying every¬ 
thing out of the county, bat even 
the light rowboats of the lumber¬ 
men cannot come back into the 
county by the nver, bot must be 
hauled in over high mountains In 
the era ot proaderity which is now 
beginning, let us hope that some 
of the many companies will com¬ 
plete a line which will open np 
this county We are tired of hurt¬ 
ing h o rses’ hacks by the long and 
tiianum* ndes to the depot, and 
lAAottocr our intention of only 
waiting about twenty years logger, 
and if tto railroad does not oome 
by that tune, we will vacate the 
psemmiw and go forth to seek our 
railroad

As the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, s correspondent of the 
Randolph Anferj/risr tells how 
Cheat Mountain can be am oeeafal- 
ly flanked so ss to let the rail road 
into the Greenbrier Valley. If the 
high mountains completely encir¬ 
cling Pocahontas knew how many 
weak places they hare, snd how of. 
ten they are laid bare before the 
public, these mountains would 
have occasion to be ashamed of 
themselves. This is the route: 

It is to be hoped that the West 
Virginia Central railroad will ex¬ 
tend their road up the Valley in 
the near future. The most availa¬ 
ble route to reach the upper basin 
of the (’heat River is by the way 
of Valley Head, thence up the 
Windy Kun to the low place in 
Cheat Mountain at the head of 
Windy, then there is a fine grade 
down Cheat River to Chest Bridge 
( Dewing's Camp), thence it is lev¬ 
el to the Korr Trip, thence east up 
the side of Shaver's Mountain to 
the White’s Camp Run, thence 
down the Greenbrier River, south 
This route is avsilable and opens 
up the greatest lnmlier section in 
West Virginia, besides it will < atcli 
a large traffic from the counties of 
PocahontAs and Webster, also the 
upper part of Randolph, which 
might direct their trade to the 
roud leading up Middle Fork, the 
nearest point being about five 
miles from Crickard. I believe 
most of tbe landowners will grant 
the right of way.

. A Ur louse Of Dirt. 

Every few years aoraohody raisos 
the question whether St Paul’s Cathe¬ 
dral in Loudon ought not to be cleauiod 
from the soot with which it is en¬ 
crusted, ou 1 restored to ^something 
like its primitive whiteness. Some 
time ago an experiment of the sort 
was made onoue of tho porticos, which 
forthwith assumed a mottled or pie¬ 
bald appearance. Now the matter has 
come up for discussion agaiu, aud the 
following interesting point is mado in 
a letter to the Times by a well known 
architect: "I have had the opportu¬ 
nity, when examming some of our 
London stone-faced 'churches, of re 
moving the coat of dirt with a view of 
seeing the condition of tbe alone un¬ 
der it, and have found it to bo jierfect. 
Tbe casiug of dirt appeared to be made 
ohiefly of road dust whioh hod adhered 
to tho stone (ouly the outer coat of all 
being gray black). All the deleterious 
chemicals must have gone out of the 
lower layer, so that the dirt was a per¬ 
fect protection. If it were all cleaned 
off, the atone would be subjected to 
the strong chemicals in our London 
atmosphere. It must be remembered 
that this dirt ouly adheres to the parts 
which are out completely washed by 
the raig, and that it is just these parts, 
therefore, which are in most need of 
protection. If at some futuro time 
the atmoephero of Loudon should be 
as pure as the atmosphere of the coun¬ 
try is now, it might be wise to act on 
the suggestion, but until that time 
cotnee I eiuoerely trust that no such 
experiment will be made. ’’—Washing¬ 
ton Btar.
